If  you  were 'on  hand  at  the  Spring  Show  of  the  East  Detroit  Coin 
Club  on  March  I3,  and  run  the  press  to ‘strike  your  OTvn  medal,,  or  if 
you  bought  one  which  was  struck  there  that  day,  you  have  already  read 
that  message  OUR  HERITAGE/  TO  BE  FREE,  Between  these  words  the  Ameri¬ 
can  eagle  has  a  monogrammed  letter  E,  for  East  Detroit,  on  the  shield 
on  the  front  of  the  eagle.  This  medal,  struck  on  copper,  on  a  rather 
thick  planchot,  is  beautiful,  and  was  designed  especially  for  the 
occasion.  This  occasion  was  the  honoring  of  21  years  of  the  Mich  Statt 
Numismatic  Society,  as  the  obverse  shows.  The  Msns  emblem,  over  a  map 
of  Mich,  has  in  a  small  wreath  ”21’Yrs,”  Small  letters  in  the  outside 
border  at  the  top  are  EDCC.  At  the  bottom  is' the  date  1977. 

Officers  and  governors,  past  and  present,  of  the  MSNS,  together 
with  State  Senator  Joseph  M.  Snyder  of  St.  Clair"  Shores  and  State  Ron, 
Gilbert  DiNello  of  East  Detroit,  formed  a  line  up  to  the  coin  press  to 
strike  his  or  her  own  coin,  Eash  coin  has  a*  serial  number  on  its  edge, 
JAMES  J  CURTO  ^  first  president  of'i'ISNS,  led  the  line,  Florence 
Schook  managed  with  just  a  tiny  bit  of  help,  Ray  Olson  did  OK,  A1 
Bobrofsky  did  OK,  Dorothy  Blgham  said  she  had  to  have  help  on  that  Iasi 
heavy  push  of  the  press  handle.  First  president  of  the  East  Detroit 
Club,  John  Drazeh,  in  1959 >  was  in  the  line,  Peter  Yatros  got  there  ir 
time  also.  Our  hats  are  off  to  this  fine  club,  to  president,  Lucien 
Chojeckl,  to  club  officers,  and  especially  to  Ralph  Schwartz  (page  3)

and  Ricky  Tucker.  And  helping  much  of  the  day  to  push  that  press

Alx-ora^^’s 
a  collector  of  any  collectible  is  in  search  of  some  kind  of  reference 
material,  a  listing  by  number  whereby  a  certain  item  may  be  identifier 
with  another  personas  study  of  that  item.  In  Michigan  and  out  of  stai 
there  are  many  collectors  of  Michigan  trade  tokens,  tokens  used  by 
merchants  as  money,  and  now  these  collectors  have  a  listing  to  refer 
to.  At  least  we  have  a  start.  There  will  always  be  additions, 
corrections,  and  serious  discussions  and  opinions  x-^hich  may  differ 
between  collectors,  A  listing,  however,  often  starts  the  ball  rollini 
for  further  research  and  enlightenment  of  a  certain  token, 

Paul  and  Sue  Cunningham,  our  nex/j  president  and  treasurer,  must 
have  spent  hours  attributing,  researching,  compiling,  and  typing  this 
list  -  a  listing  of  their  ox^^l  collection.  This  large  stack  of  loose 
sheets  of  mimeo,  or  duplicator,  paper  is  here  --  and  all  for  a  dollar 
Think  of  the  contribution  this  young  couple  has  made  to  our  hobby.  W 
thank  you,  Paul  and  Sue.  In  a  comparitive  short  time  of  collecting 
you  have  scanned,  sorted,  searched  for,  and  seen  more  tokens  of  Mich, 
than  most  of  us  see  in  a  lifetime.  Your  boxes  and  cannisters  of  toke:

Collectors  know 
of  no  tokens  from  a  tox-m  such  as  Pinckney,  Or  maybe  a  rare  one 
such  as  Vassar,  A  token  may  be  listed  which  is  questionable  as  to 
x^hethcr  or  not  it  is  from  Mich.  --  such  as  Brighton  8?  H  ?  A,  the 
Brighton  Hotel,  Paul  lists  a  as  26-i-inm.  Ones  your  editor  have 

seen  are  ”25”  and  23mm.

STREET  NAMES  ON  DETROIT  MAVERICKS 
by  Raymond  Olson 

One  of  the  challenging  tasks  in  collecting  tokens  is  that  of 
identifying  the  numerous  mavericks  one  encounters,  A  ma>verick  token 
is  one  which  does  not  bear  the  name  of  the  city  or  town  whehc  tho  to'*.e 
originated. 

My  collection  of  Mic  higan  tokens  includes  about  650  different 
Detroit  tokens,  of  which  a  largo  proportion  are  attributed  mavericks. 
Before  I  decided  to  write  this  ar'ticle^  the  thought  occuri»ed  to  me  tha 
perhaps  a  listing  of  streets  that  have  been  found  on  Detroit  maverick 
tokens  might  be  useful,  I  planned  to  Include  a  suimiiary  of  street  name 
from  a  number  of  larger  Michigan  cities  such  as  Ann  Arbor,  Battle  Cree 
Flint,  Kalamazoo,  Lansing,  and  Saginaw  —  cities  largo  enough  to  have 
had  a  number  of  tokens  identifiod  by  street  names.  However,  when  I 
compiled  tho  names  of  stroofs  from  Detroit  alone  they  became  so  numer¬ 
ous  that  I  decided’ to  prepare  a  second  article  including  the  remaining 
cities  named  above.  ■' 

This  corapildtion  includes  only  Detroit  MAVERICKS.  If  a  token  is 
identified  by  tho  name  Detroit  it  is  not  included.  You  may  be  surprit 
that  from  my  collection  I  have  compiled  a  list  of  over  100  streets 
appearing  on  Detroit  mavericks.  As  you  might  guess,  the  street  names 
appearing  most  frequently  are  tho  streets  that  were  most  important  in 
that  period  of  Detroit’s  history  when  token'usage  was  at’ its  peak.  At 
the  top  of  the  list  is  Woodward  which  was  found  32  times,  followed  by 
Michigan  (l? ) ,  East  Jefferson  (l5),  Mt,  Elliott  (l5),  and  Grand  Rivdr 
(ill).  This  compilation  does  not  include  the  various  denominations  or 
different  issues  of  a  token.  Each  business  location  is  included  only 
once  regardless  of  the  number  of  tokens  issued  at  that  particular 
address. 

Likely  the  list  is  not  complete,  and  any  additional  information 
will  bo  appreciated,  A  word  of  caution  maybe  appropriate.  Do  not 
assume  that  the  appearance  of  a  street  name,  on  ’the  list,  assures  that 
it  is  a  Detroit  token.  Some  names  of  streets  are  very  popular,  Strcoi 
named  Michigan  are  in  Ann  Arbor,  Battle  Crook,  Flint,  Grand  Rapids, 
Kalamazoo,  Lansing,  Muskegon,  Pontiac,  and  Saginaw,  ’bo  name  a  few,  Foi 
final  confirmation  it  is  usually  necessary  to  consult  the  appropriate 
Dun,  Polk,  or  other  directory,

A  HOG  PROM  NEW  YORK  CITY 

A  year  ago  in  the  April  ’78  Junk  Box  a  mini-article  about  A  Hog  in 
A  Cornfield  caused  some  fun  and  some  questions.  The  story  was  about  the 
boy  (page  7)  Page  6 


who  fo-and  th©  ’’Hog  Dollar”  in  the  cornfield  with  a  metal  detector. 

One  member,  Clarence  Ziegler  sent  Xerox  copies  of  a  Redbook 

page  and  lot  #92l\.  of  the  May  28,  1976  mailbid  sale  of  Joe  Lepczyk 
#i4.57»  Clarence  thought,  from  the  scanty  info  we  had,  that  the  piece 
was  the  real  Sommer  Inlands  shilling  or  hog  dollar,  and  that  th©  three 
folks  who  offered  from  I3  to  s^lO  for  the  ’’coin”  were  trying  to  take 
advantage  of  the  boy.  Now  a  year  later  we  have  seen  the  piece  again, 
have  some  more  info,  but  not  yet  enough.’  The  obverse  of  this  silver- 
dollar  size  medal,  believed  to  be  silver,  shows  SOMMER  ISLANDS/XII/  (a 
’’portrait”  of  a  hog  facing  west)/NIEirW  AMSTERDAM/MCMIX  (l909)/l  DAALDl 
The  reverse  is  identical  to  the  Hendrik  Hudson  Daalder  of  the  Hudsen- 
I^ilton  Celebration  of  1909,  H  &  K  #369. 

Sommer  Islands  are  now  called  Bermuda.  The  first  settlement  the;* 
was  in  I609  when  Sir  Oeorge  Somers  was  shipxn?ecked  there.  It  is  be¬ 
lieved  that  Juan  Bermudez  stopped  there  earlier  in  1^15 >  that  some  of 
his  cargo  of  hogs  bound  for  the  V/est  Indies  were  loft  behind,  and  thai 
the  islands  were  overrun  with  hogs  when  Somers  arrived.  They  were 
welcome  food  for  Somors  crew. 

The  same  year,  l609j  brought  the  discovery^  of  the  Hudson  River. 
The  Hudson  and  Pulton  dollars  of  1909  wore’  issued  by  Thomas  L,  Elder, 
NYC  coin  dealer  and  '’prolific  striker  of  medals”,  were  designed  by 
Prank  C,  Higgins,  and’  struck  by  Modallic  Art  Co. 

New  York  City  was  earlier  called  Now  Amsterdam,  Now  with  this 
much  info  may  we  possibly  assume  that  this  ”hog  dollar”  is  an  unlisted 
Elder  piece  of  the  Hudson-Pulton  300th  Anniv  Celebration  of  1909?  Has 
any  one  of  our  members  seen  such  a  piece?  If  so  what  is  its  value?  A 
copy  of  this  Junk  Box  will  go  to  Miko  Hays  in  Powlerville  Mich,  the  bo;

Mallbid  auctions  with  many  tokons  and  medals,  and  other  exonumia, 
havG  proven  very  popular  in  the  very  recent  years,  George  Rinaland 
in  his  69th  auction  estimated  an  original  square  piece  of  lead  from  Abe 
Lincoln’s  coffin,  diestamped  in  the  center,  and  a  piece  of  wood|^

His  Marion,  Ohio,  1922  Centennial  medal  brought  $5*10,  and  there  is  a 
story  here,  A  couple  of  years  ago  Editor  Chester  Clark  saw  one  of  these 
at  a  coin  show,  the  2  portraits  for  Marion’s  100  years  being  V/arren  Hard¬ 
ing  &  Eber  Baker,  That  last  name  Eber  Baker  wouldn’t  bo  too  familiar, 
but  Chester  knew  an  Eber  Baker  in  Howell  Mich  so  got  the  modal.  Well, 

Eber  Baker  in  Howell  didn’t  know  the  Eber  Baker  of  Marion,  but  montionod 
that  Esther  Clark  in  Howell  had  once  asked  him  about  Marion  Ohio.  Truth 
is  stranger  than  fiction,  and  Esther  Clark,  her  daughter  Rebecca  Hewlett, 
and  Chester  Clark  arc  all  officers  of  the  Livingston  County  Hist  Soc, 
Esther  and  Chester  are  not  related.  Esther  said  ’’Eber  Baker  -  why,  if 
you  go  thru  the  main  part  of 'Marion  you  have  to  circle  around  his  statue. 
He  was  the  founder  of  Marion,  and  a  grandfather"  of  my  husband  Sidney.'* 
Since  then  Rebecca  asked  Chester  to  get  her  a  medal' of  her  grandfather’s 
(no,  great-grandfather’s)  portrait.  He  finally  did,  from  Massachusetts. 

PLAINS  OP  DURA  -  OTHER  TIDBITS 

This  winter,  while  using  the  atlases  for  research,  something  caused 
rae'to  turn  to  Georgia,  ‘In  Crams  1885  there  was  a  tiny  town,  population 
75j  on  the  W  edge  of  Sumter  County,  named  Plains  of  Dura,  in  Crams  1911 
the  population  had  groi-m  to  I4.OO,  In  Leslies  1919,  listed  ;]ust  as  plain 
Plains,  there  is  also  a  Parcel  Post  Guide  Section  showing  Plains  as  being 
in  Zone  Square  17814- •  Rand-Mc Rally  1937  lists  the  pop.  as  609,  and  it  was 
1  of  6  towns,  all  small,  in  the  US  by  'the  name  of  Plains,  Two  sources  in 
*72  -  ’73  show  the  pop.  as  683  -  so  you  seo  it  is  growing, 

S.Y.M.W.A.  on  a  KIQ[  token,  according  to  a  mailbid  catalog,  means 
Spend  Your  Money  V/ith  Americans,  A  ”yin  yang’*  symbol  on  a  KKK  is  listed. 

ROSWELL  BARNES  is  a  listed  merchant  on  a  CW  token  of  Brighton  Mich. , 
but  his  names  also  turned  up,  as  a  property  oi-mer  just  a  mile  or  two  sou'th 
of  tho  Old  Dutch  Grocery,  on  an  early  map  in  the  research  story  of  the 
Old  Dutch  Grocery  (see  Jan  77  Junk  Box),  Also  an  1859  map  of  Brighton 
lists  him  as  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  as  well  as  a  maker  of  boots  &  shoos.
